1,800 Youths Help

Wong barley, introduced into the 
county cnly two years ago was re ­ 
ported as growing successfully on a 
large umber of farm s. An average 
yield of 80 bushels per acre w*as re ­ 
ported at the Brow’n farm at F air­ 
field. 
DDT Is Effective 
The European corn borer was re­ 
ported as becoming even more of a 
menace w itll the infestation increas­ 
ing each year. Lust year the county 
average per cent of stalks infected 
had leaped to 25.G with an average 
of 2.7 borers per stalk. 
DDT which proved excellent in 
control of coddling m oth in fruit 
but which also proved m uch too 
powerful for general use in the or­ 
chards turned out to be an excellent 
insecticide w’hcn used in dairy barns 
for fly control. Effective results were 
obtained both by spraying the DDT 
on walls aud by using it in com bina­ 
tion w ith w hite wash. 
Turkey numbers increased during 
the year and there w*as a slight in ­ 
crease in the num ber of chickens 
1 during th e early part of the year, 
but late in the season there was a 
definite move to reduce laying flock 
numbers according to reports read 
at the meeting.

FOOTSTEPS 
I have lone believed th a t the walk 
of a man, or woman. Largely in­ 
dicates the way of th a t one. C har­ 
acter is mostly expressed .silently, 
and usually in action. 
There is the walk of confidence. 
of lack of fear, of stability—both 
feet solidly set upon the good earth. 
T hen there is the shifting, uncertain, 
charging walk that suggests doubt, 
fear, and lack, of will. Again, the 
nervous, driving, reckless walk of 
the one who goes ahead and thinks 
afterward*! 
P rhaps the soundest, and most 
revealing walk, is th a t one th at sug­ 
gests wisdom and decision, the walk 
you feel like following, the walk of 
par j jose, courage and poise.

If the 
tem perature goes higher th a n 126, 
tuber eyes may be Injured; if it 
drops below’ 124, scab organism s may 
escape destruction. It is not neces-
